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VBT Supervisor Combs explains 
Visteon bond finances to LDFA

Van Buren Township Supervisor Linda 
Combs handed out to members of the 
Local Development Finance Authority a 
folder containing an alternative proposal 
for what VBT would do if the law suit 
against Visteon doesn’t work. 
This was at the July 21 LDFA meeting. 
The LDFA is facing a $20 million 
shortfall in the second half of 2018 for 
funds necessary to pay for bonds sold to 
help Visteon build its world headquarters 


in 2003. 

The full faith and credit of the township 
was pledged to pay off the bonds if the 
LDFA falls short. 

The alternative proposal is from Standard 
and Poor’s and it outlines what the 
township can do if the money falls through, 
Supervisor Combs said. 

She said Standard and Poor’s announced 
that the township has a A+ bond rating 
from them, which she said was a stable

Last Thursday and Friday, Main Street in downtown Belleville had lanes blocked off 
as a contractor worked on joint and crack sealing the street. Michigan Joint Sealing of 
Farmington Hills got the work for submitting the low bid of $61,098. A 10% contingency 
was approved, boosting the cost to a possible $67,208. The work included pulling out the 
deteriorating seals, scraping the joints, cleaning out the joints and then squirting blacktop 
into the joints to seal them up. New joints were cut into the middle of the traffic lanes. 
The contractor then moved to do all the streets in Victoria Commons and then will do 
South Liberty Street. DPW Director Keith Tackett said at that point they will evaluate 
how much money is left to complete North Liberty, Roys, and Fifth streets, as planned.

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Columbia Court getting a multi-million-dollar, year-long makeover

The year-long, multi-million-dollar 
makeover of Columbia Court is expected 
to be complete by the end of December 
with a grand reopening to show off its new 
look to the public. 

The interior and exterior of the six-floor 
retirement home facility, constructed in 
1985 at 275 West Columbia Ave., is being 
updated to current codes and standards — 
with much more being added. 

Rocky Nixon, who has been manager 
for Columbia Court for 16 years, said he 
will retire when the project is over. He 
currently is training his replacement, Nina 
Robertson. 

“She’s very sweet and has the perfect 
personality for this position,” Nixon said, 
noting there is “a ton to know.” 

Nixon said the building’s parent 
company is National Church Residences 
of Columbus, Ohio. The group has 20 
residences in Michigan, including a place 
in Canton. 

He said it took about two years for officials 
to complete the plans for Columbia Court, 
including talks with investors. 

He said the renovated Columbia Court 
will look exactly like the Canton facility 
which reopened earlier this year. 

“Tt will look like a hotel when you come 
in, with beautiful tile flooring and what 
looks like hardwood flooring,” he said. 

“Hopefully the tenants will be proud to 
live in the new building,” he said. 

Nixon, 64, said over the years his 
assignment has been to keep the building 
in the black and make sure the needs of the 
residents are met. 

“Unfortunately, a lot of seniors are 
discarded, lonely,’ he said, adding 
sometimes they want to vent their 
frustrations. He said he took counseling 
training for two years to better meet their 
needs. 

But, 90% of the residents live together 


District Library

The building committee of the Belleville 
Area District Library Board is looking at 
ways to get large corporations to donate to 
its library building fund. 

Following the 3 to 1 voter rejection of 
millage to fund a 45,000 square foot library 
on DNR property on Belleville Lake, the 
library board had to work at replacing its 
retiring director. 

When that was done, the board decided 
it was time to move forward with plans to 
upgrade the present library or build a new 


peacefully and help each other, Nixon 
said. 

The renovation project is being done 
through the Michigan State Housing 
Development Authority for low-income 
housing tax credit. Columbia Court also 
is a federal HUD Section 8/202 project. 
The federal program takes into account 
medical expenses for the residents, so they 
are running both programs, Nixon said. 

The federal rules take 888 pages, he 
said. 

Huge heating and air conditioning units 
were lifted to the roof last Thursday by a 
large crane. The roofing is new, too, Nixon 
said. 

And, new concrete is all over the place, 
he said. 

The interior is pretty much gutted at 
this point and six of the residents had 
to be temporarily relocated while their 
units were transformed to handicapped- 
accessible accommodations. Nixon said 
they are spending $30,000 in each of those 
Six units. 

There are 108 total units in the building, 
with one of them for an employee to stay 
on-site. 

Here are some of the other changes: 

e $70,000 in new furniture for the 
common areas plus a large stone fireplace 
in the front entry room; 

e Updated exterior, including changing 
the brown panels on the building to camel; 

e Updated hallways with the addition of 
air conditioning to hallways; 

e Updated kitchen and community room 
with a big television screen on one end for 
Wi contests and watching the news; 

e Different entry system, with the parking 
lot being excavated all the way to the 
substra. A translucent arch will be put 
over the entry and new lighting around the 
exterior and at the back of the property; 

e Removal of the cyclone fence around 
the backyard and installation of a white, 
vinyl fence. A wrought iron fence sets off

the large garden area. A very large pergola 
will be in back and a gazebo at the other 
end of the yard; 

e Re-landscaping, in part using the gravel 
removed from the old roof covering to 
“mulch” the plants along the building; 

e Addition of a wheelchair-accessible 
computer lab with four terminals; 

e Lots of new infrastructure includes 
new boilers, hot water tanks, and water 
system. There’s a new fire alarm system 
and security-related systems with multiple 
cameras; 

e Upgraded elevators and interiors; 

e New, water-efficient, raised toilets are 
being installed in all the units; 


e New windows that are easier to open 
have been installed in all the units, with 
UV-protected, double panes of glass with 
argon gas inside; 

e New locks are on the new fire doors 
on all the units and small nooks in the 
hallway next to individual doors to allow 
for decorations and messages. Also, there 
will be emergency pull-cord updates; and 

e Removing the existing generator and 
installing a new generator that will power 
the elevators and the lights in case of a 
power outage. 

Nixon said there are other upgrades being 
considered, including key fob access to the 
building instead of keys. 


Building Committee looking for corporate finances 


one. 

John Juriga, a member of the committee, 
said the seed of the idea to get corporate 
help was planted a year ago at a family 
reunion in New York. He said his niece said 
she knew he was interested in libraries and 
told him their university just got a library 
funded by a corporation. 

Juriga said he told his niece Belleville 
would need a lot, $10-12 million, and she 
replied her university got $52 million. 
He said he knows that was an academic 
project, but still it wouldn’t hurt to try for 
Belleville. 


If they could get money to build all of 
or some of a new library to bring the cost 
down for taxpayers, then they could pass a 
millage to run it. 

That’s when he decided to call for a 
meeting of the library board’s building 
committee and invite Wayne County 


Commissioner Al Haidous and State 
Representative Kristy Pagan to seek their 
help on funding. 


The building committee met July 15 and 
Rep. Pagan attended, but Commissioner 
Haidous didn’t show up. 

Rep. Pagan listened to Joy Cichewicz’s 


report on the survey that showed people 
didn’t want the big library on the lake but 
did want better parking, more technology, 
and no café. They also wanted the 
existing facility renovated and expanded 
downtown. 

Cichewicz said those who filled out 
surveys nixed the green energy and that 
made her sad. 

Pagan said she would look into what 
funds were available. 

Juriga was under the impression that 
lobbyists had lots of money to give away,

They’re taking off 
the gloves in VBT 


At Tuesday’s Van Buren Township 
regular board meeting, with just one item 
on the agenda, Police Officer Adam Byrd 
entered in uniform and on duty and sat 
down in the back of the room. 

This should have been an indication that 
something was afoot. 

Officer Byrd, president of the patrol 
officers’ union, sometimes comes in plain 
clothes to address the board. This time he 
was working. Everything went calmly. Then 
non-agenda citizen comments started. 

Allen Babosh spoke gently about his 
support of public safety and his support of 
any millage that goes to public safety. But 
people who have supported public safety 
in the past are wavering on this 6.5 mill 
request in November, he said. People want 
to see the board make cuts before asking for 
more money — especially in administrative 
costs. 

Then CeJay Marshall, in a harsher tone, 
urged people to look at their tax bills. 
The township cost is the smallest and the 
biggest chunks are being piddled away by 
Wayne County, he said. He’s in favor of the 
VBT millage hike. 

Former VBT Supervisor Paul White got 
up and said he enthusiastically supports 
the township public safety department, 
but Supervisor Linda Combs’ plan to seek 
more millage for public safety so she can 
move money to the Visteon bond is a “bait 
and switch.” She denied that. 

Things got wild after that. Good thing 
Officer Byrd was there. It’s a long way to 
November.

Combs misled residents, 
misrepresented facts in 
effort to raise taxes 


To the Editor: 

This is a letter to our Van Buren Township 
residents explaining our board of trustees’ 
action on increasing the public safety 
millage by 62.5% and how the money is 
planned to be spent. 

I attended the July 21,2015, 2 p.m. LDFA 
meeting where Supervisor Linda Combs 
stated that she is proposing to the VBT 
board a 6.50 mills public safety millage for 
the November 2015 ballot. 

She indicated that four (4) mills is for the 
public safety department, and the additional 
2.50 mills (2 and 1/2 mills) would be used 
to off-set the money currently allocated to 
public safety from the general fund. 

She indicated not having to allocate 
money from the general fund for public 
safety would free that money to be used 
to help fund the Visteon bonds when they 
come due in 2018. 

I also attended the July 21, 2015 7 p.m. 
township board meeting where the board of 
trustees voted to place ballot language on 
the November 2015 ballot asking voters to 
approve a 6.50 mills public safety millage 
solely for the purpose of funding public 
safety. 

When I confronted Supervisor Combs 
concerning her earlier statement to the 
LDFA about freeing-up general fund 
money to fund the Visteon bonds she stated 
that she did not say that. In fact, she has 
said that more than once in public settings. 
I said this action resembles a “bait and 
switch scenario.” Combs said this action 
was not a “bait and switch” and publicly 
tried to discredit me and impugn my 
integrity. 

I obtained a CD copy of a digital voice 
recording (used to prepare the LDFA 
minutes) of her statements to the LDFA, 
through the Freedom of Information Act 
(FOIA) in which she clearly stated the 
public safety millage increase was designed 
to reduce the amount of funds flowing 
from the general fund to public safety in an

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attempt to use general fund dollars to fund 
the Visteon bonds. Combs also said about 
the 2.5 mills increase in equivalent dollars, 
“That will allow us to put $2 million in a 
segregated fund to make bond payments.” 

This is an example of Supervisor Combs’ 
practice of misleading statements to achieve 
her objectives. This is evidence Supervisor 
Combs does not have the knowledge, skill, 
ability, or character to conduct public 
business with public funds. She is, and 
has engaged in questionable professional 
behavior because she does not have the 
integrity to be the township supervisor and 
tell it like it is. 

The landfill tipping fees and guarantees 
are over $3 million annually and this 
money is deposited in a separate account, 
the “landfill fund,” and then transferred to 
the general fund as needed. 

This money should be used and not 
increase VBT residents’ taxes. The total 
amount of the increase over 7 years is 
almost $17 million taken from the pockets 
of our residents, without adding inflation 
to the amount. This is disposable income 
which cannot be used by the residents for a 
personal benefit.

but Pagan said lobbyists didn’t have much to 
disburse and mainly it was small amounts to 
support community groups. 

The district library board at its July 14 
meeting also discussed where they should be 
heading next as far as improving the library 
facility. 

Points brought up at the two meetings 
included: 

e Juriga: They could buy the Baptist Church 
or keep the present library for children and 
buy buildings next door and build a two-story, 
10,000 square foot building; 

e Cichewicz: Keeping the library downtown 
means a smaller building, but even that requires 
moving water lines, electricity, closing roads 

.. In my mind, and I think in the minds of 
most of the members of the board, we would 
like to keep it downtown; 

e Cichewicz, in response to Pagan’s question 
of how much would it cost? : It was $19 
million for the building in the last proposal, 
but that included $1 million for the Sumpter 
branch. We are not talking about the branch 
now. The $19 million also included the DNR 
property, the house next door, and building a 
larger building; 

e Juriga: $10-13 million is a guess; and 

e Cichewicz: If Rep. Pagan helps us, we 
could have a Pagan Wing. 

Board members said they would be seeking 
out corporations who would donate money, 
especially those who have locations in the tri- 
community.

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Court Watching: 
Ralph Rosas’ bond 


upped to $750,000, 
jury trial set for Oct. 5

Ralph Rosas, 28, of Saginaw who is in 
jail awaiting trial for his part in the Sumpter 
Township roller rink stabbing and gunplay 
on Halloween, stood 
before Wayne County 
Circuit Court Judge 
Craig S. Strong on July 
22 for his arraignment 
on the information. 

The court entered a 
not-guilty plea to each 
of the four charges mA 
listed against him: Ralph Rosas a 
assault with intent to murder, assault with 
intend to do great bodily harm less than 
murder, armed robbery, and assault with a 
dangerous weapon (felonious assault). 

The felonious assault charge was not 
bound over to circuit court by 34" District 
Court Judge Tina Brooks Green, pending 
testimony from a witness that was not 
at Rosas’ preliminary exam. Sumpter 
Township Police Det. John Toth said that 
charge may be on the circuit court listing 
in error. 

Rosas’ retained attorney Alan Crawford 
had asked District Judge Green, who 
presided over Rosas’ preliminary exam 
July 15, to reduce his client’s $500,000 or 
10% bond. He said his client, who works 
full time, could wear a tether. Judge Green 
referred the bond situation to pretrial 
services at circuit court. 

Circuit Court Judge Strong reviewed 
that bond recommendation and then raised 
Rosas’ bond to $750,000 cash or surety. 

A pre-trial session is set for Aug. 20, a 
final conference Sept. 1, and a jury trial 
Oct. 5. 

Conviction on the charges could bring up 
to life in prison.

outlook rating, but is two steps lower than 
its previous rating. 

The former rating was AA, she said. AA 
indicates a “very strong” capacity to meet 
financial commitments. An A rating is 
slightly lower and shows “strong” capacity 
and A+ is “strong” but “a susceptibility 
to long-term risks appears somewhat 
greater.” 

Combs said the LDFA audit from Plante 
Moran had to show the projected shortfall. 

“Our net position appears to be in the red 
because of the expected shortfall,” she said, 
adding that was expected in the second half 
of 2018. 

She said in the other document she gave 
them it tells the township’s plan to go for a 
public safety millage increase to free up $2 
million a year. 

She said the township is asking the 
county and state to help develop the rest 
of the property at Grace Lake, the former 
Visteon Village. 

She said there were 38 acres in that Office 
Technology zoning and Visteon Village 
took eight acres, so there are 30 acres left, 
with the pond. 

Combs said the least desirable step would 
be to go to the people for a millage to pay 
the bonds and, “We’ll try everything else 
first.” 

She said they had to wait for the rating 
from Standard and Poor’s before going 
out to refinance a portion of the Visteon 
bonds. She said she expects the bonds to 
be refinanced in mid-August, which should 
save $1.7 million in bond costs. 

She said the plan is to put the increased 
public safety millage on the ballot in 
November, 2015. 

Combs said State Rep. Erika Geiss, who 
represents a small part of VBT, connected 
the township with the Michigan Economic 
Development Corporation and with a state 
program to possibly help the township 
make bond payments. 

She said MEDC is ready to help, the 
VBT Downtown Development Authority 
is marketing the DDA district and the 
township as a whole, and Vantage Port 
(aerotropolis) is ready to help. 

When the land is developed there will be 
more tax money to pay the bonds. 

In an aside, Combs said a new 
developmental services director has been 
hired for VBT. She said Ron Akers works 
for Genoa Township in Livingston County 
and will be able to start work the middle of 
August. He is Genoa’s Zoning Official. 

LDFA member Chuck Covington asked 
if the bids have come in on the Ecorse 
property owned by the LDFA and Combs 
said she hasn’t seen one. She said her office 
was supposed to get the bids and she will 
check with the department of planning and 
economic development. 

Diane Madigan asked if the DDA would 
opt out of capturing some of the new public 
safety millage. 

Combs said if the voters pass a 2.5 mill 
increase in the public safety millage it will 


generate $2.4 million which would allow 
the township to give $2 million to the 
Visteon bonds. 

Combs said she checked with the DDA 
and found the only way to opt out is if you 
are expanding the DDA or starting a new 
DDA. 

When the LDFA got to the part of the 
meeting that would acknowledge the 
expected township board reappointment 
of Leonard Armstrong to the LDFA and 
the expected new appointment of Danylo 
Dobriansky to the LDFA, John Delaney 
spoke from the audience. 

He wanted to speak about both 
candidates. 

Combs said that Dobriansky works for 
Sovereign Partners, which now owns the 
former Visteon Village. She said he will fly 
in from New York for meetings. 

“He was here last month when the meeting 
was cancelled and we didn’t let him know 
in time,’ Combs said, noting that her 
executive assistant Lianne Clare took him 
around and showed him the township hall. 

LDFA Chairman Dotson said the authority 
is thinking of amending the bylaws to allow 
conference calls and he asked Combs to 
look into that. 

She said she had looked into the procedure 
and found there is nothing to prohibit that 
in the LDFA bylaws or state laws. She said 
the township has a telephone with a speaker 
that is put in the middle of the table. She 
said she will draft bylaw language and 
bring it back to the LDFA. 

Delaney brought out some figures he 
had compiled on the attendance record of 
Leonard Armstrong, who was absent from 
that meeting and the LDFA’s last meeting, 
held in March. 

Delaney said in the years 2010 to 2014 
there were a total of 60 LDFA meetings 
and 35 were cancelled. Of the 25 left, 
Armstrong attended only 9. 

He said Armstrong was the common 
denominator in meetings being cancelled 
for lack of a quorum. 

Delaney said he had nothing against 
Armstrong and he knows he and his wife 
have health issues. If Armstrong can’t 
make these important meetings, he should 
not be on the authority, Delaney said. 

“This is a shame,” Delaney said of the 
plan to rename him to the LDFA. 

“When you want to be transparent, you 
say the schedule is this,’ Delaney said 
referring to the annual calendar. He said, 
actually, the public never knows when the 
LDFA actually is going to meet. 

He said Dobriansky leaves his office in 
New York and flies here just for a meeting

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that might be cancelled. There were 35 
cancellations in five years, many for lack 
of a quorum. 

“Nothing against Mr. Armstrong, but 
numbers don’t lie,” Delaney said. “My 
gills are raised...” 

Dotson thanked Delaney for his “energy” 
and noted, “I will have a discussion with 
Mr. Armstrong personally.” He said this 
would be after the reappointment. 


Delaney said he had been told that before 
when he spoke about absences. He said 
Armstrong should not be reappointed that 
day, referring to the agenda item on that 
evening’s township board meeting. 

“I can take it off tonight’s agenda,” 
Combs said (and, she did). 

“Why don’t we do that and let me talk to 
him,” Dotson said.

Dotson said, “It’s very important we have 
involvement of Sovereign Partners.” 

Under Unfinished Business, Combs 
discussed the refinancing of some of the 
bonds that will save $1.7 million in interest 
payments. 

She said the board also has a contingency 
plan, referring to the Plan B attorneys 
had asked the township to come up with 
regarding payment of the Visteon bonds, 
which would help with the refinancing. 

She said the township has a fund balance 
of more than $9 million, a public safety 
millage is hoped to be raised by $2.5 
million so $2 million now given to public 
safety can stay in the general fund, and 
the help of the MEDC and Vantage Port 
(aerotropolis) with development of the rest 
of Grace Lake so that there will be added 
tax capture to pay for the bonds. 

She said, “The bottom line is the state 
could come in and assess the full balance 
due in one fell swoop.

everything we can to avoid that.” 

LDFA member Doug Peters asked if this 
plan of action has been seen outside the 
township and Combs said no. 

“If we went into default, we would go 
before a judge,” Combs said. 

“If it goes to a judge, it’s gone pretty far,” 
said Peters, a newly retired attorney. “Write 
to the MDEC and tell them what you are 
doing. In writing.” 

Former Township Supervisor Paul White 
pointed out that the MDEC is just a group 
that deals with development. It is the State 
Department of the Treasury who evaluates 
the fiscal health of the township, he said. 

He said the township would go to an 
emergency manager. 

“We need to stiff Visteon for the horrible 
mistake in 2003,” White said. 

“You are absolutely right,’ Combs said 
to White. “The state decides our risk each 
year. We let them know. Our audit is sent 
to them.” 

But, she said, the township cannot “stiff” 
Visteon because, “We are on the hook for 
these bonds. We pledged our full faith and 
credit.” 

When Dotson asked Combs for a report 
on the Visteon litigation, she said she 
is planning a closed session with Clark 
Hill attorneys for the next meeting of the 
LDFA, Sept. 8. 

But Dotson didn’t want to wait until 
September and asked if they couldn’t have 
a special meeting in August. 

Peters said he would like to see the 
pleadings filed with the court. 

Combs said Visteon wants a change of 
venue from Delaware to Wayne County, 
which she said would be good for VBT.

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Combs said she would look into getting 
the meeting in August. 

White had talked about the valuation of 
Visteon Village being set at $365 million in 
2003 and now is $65 million. 

Peters said that was a good point and it 
could be that the value was fraudulently 
expanded at the beginning to put VBT on 
the hook. 

“That’s one reason I want to see the 
pleadings,” Peters said. 

Later, Peters said, “Was that property 
ever worth $365 million? Was it done to 
make us rely on that one company? We had 
all our eggs in one basket: Visteon. That’s 
a key point. To go from $365 million down 

. that’s skullduggery. It came down to 
$65 million.” 

In other business, the LDFA: 

e Again, discussed the property it owns 
on Ecorse that got an appraisal and was 
supposed to be put out for bids several 
months ago, and wasn’t. Since it was 
already voted upon Dotson directed that 
the township follow through on the steps 
for the sale; and 

e Heard Delaney tell about Huron Signs 
coming to the planning commission to put 
up a $100,000 LED digital sign on J-275 
to alert the public that Grace Lake had 
space available for lease. Delaney said he 
was interested in working on the project, 
but the sign company walked away from 
the job because Sally Hodges of McKenna 
planning consultants said the sign couldn’t 
be erected as proposed. Delaney said if you 
are trying to market that property, somebody 
from the LDFA has to talk to Hodges. “That 
is something that should not happen...” 
Dotson said, noting anything related to 
the LDFA district should be copied to him. 
“That’s the past,” said Peters. “We could 
put up a sign... if they say that ship has 
left the port.” Dotson stressed, “The future 
priority of that property is vital to this 
community.”
